2. 'Tis the Intereſt of cheſe-Overſeers toAdt righteous things, 
and Ele honeſt Truſtees, not only wavke if they betray 
their Truſt, they are in danger of puniſhment and diſho- 
nour, but alſo, becauſe their own private Iatereſt lies at 
ſtake 1n.the Commoa intereſt of their Pariſhes. 

3. 'Tis thelntereſt of theOfficers & Truſtees, whether Honeſt 

men orKnaves,to do honeſtly, becauſe then they may con-
